OF 1968.—The Scheme relates to the export 
of cotton textiles includinx cotton yarn to Austria under quota for the current 
licensing year ending 30th September 1968. 

2. Exports win ’be allowed from any port in India. 

3. Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller of 
imports and Export.s, Bombay, on the basis of the quota certifleate.s issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. Bombay, on presentation of the Arm 
icontcflct by the exporter. 

4. For the purpose.s of exports and issuance of quotas/licences the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles have been dividend into following three categories; 

CATEGORY I—Grey goods, 

CATEGORY II— TERRY TOWELS AND TOWELLING. AND 
CATEGORY III—COTTON YARN, FINISHED FABRICS, 
MISCELLANEOUS, 
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6. Such imports into Austria will be admitted by the competent Austrian. 
Authority only on presentation of the certified copy of export licence on the basis 
of which the Austrian authorities 'would i.ssue an import licence within three 
weeks of the receipt of certified copy of export licence from India. 

6. These licences would he valid for shipment upto the 30th September 1968. 

7. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in 
writing of the E.E.C. and Austria Textiles Licensing Advisoiy Coininittce. 

8. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2.60 per ton will be levied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas, subject to a minimum,
